Suicide of Chicago-area Reddit founder 
spurs action in Internet openness movement

Aaron Swartz, the Highland Park-raised ad- 
vocate for Internet openness, took his own 
life Friday under the shadow of a federal 
prosecution for allegedly downloading nearly 
5 million academic journal articles without 
authorization— but with his death, his cause 
has gained new momentum. 

Hundreds of researchers posted links to 
free copies of their work Monday in an online 
tribute to Swartz, while some who promote 
open access to academic papers say the move- 
ment might have reached a turning point. 

“It’s been unbelievable to see the level of 
attention this issue is receiving in light of the 
tragedy of Aaron’s death,” said Heather Jo- 
seph of the Scholarly Publishing and Academ- 
ic Resources Coalition. “Certainly the idea of 
academics, scientists and the general public 
getting open access to information is getting 
play in a way I can only hope that will make 
this vision a reality sooner rather than later.” 

Swartz co-founded the popular website 
Reddit and took a lead role in defeating the 


Stop Online Piracy Act, a proposed copyright 
protection law that Swartz and other advo- 
cates contended would have clamped down 
too hard on Internet freedom. 

Some of his own programming was an at- 
tempt to promote free, easily accessible in- 
formation. In 2008, he focused on PACER, 
a government-run archive of federal court fil- 
ings. It charged users 8 cents a page to access 
documents (the since fee has risen to 10 cents). 
Swartz took advantage of a free trial period 
and downloaded more than 18 million pages. 

“He felt passionately that our system of de- 
mocracy is based on an informed citizenry” 
said Carl Malamud, a California-based pub- 
lic domain advocate who collaborated with 
Swartz. “He felt strongly enough about it that 
he wanted to do something.” 

The FBI looked into the mass download- 
ing— Swartz later put the agency’s case file on 
his blog— but closed the investigation with no 
charges filed. 

Swartz’s PACER exploits came just a few 
months after he and some colleagues posted 


what they called the “Guerilla {sic} Open Ac- 
cess Manifesto,” which described free public 
access to scholarly papers as a moral imperative. 

Academic journals can cost university 
libraries hundreds of dollars per title per 
year, while individual articles available online 
frequently carry price tags of $30 and up. A 
service called JSTOR, which archives older 
articles, can cost a school more than $50,000 
annually 

In September 2010, federal prosecutors say 
Swartz broke into a computer wiring closet 
at the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy and used a switch to tap into the school’s 
computer network. From there, he allegedly 
downloaded millions of journal articles from 
JSTOR. 

The government’s indictment claims that 
Swartz intended to put those articles on 
file-sharing sites, but his attorney, Elliot Pe- 
ters, said Swartz never did. The office of U.S. 
Attorney Carmen Ortiz in Boston did not re- 
turn messages seeking comment. 

Peters argued that Swartz did nothing 
wrong because MIT ran an open computer 
network, and that Swartz had gained le- 
gitimate access to JSTOR by logging in as a 
guest. JSTOR, a nonprofit service, said in a 


statement that it had settled civil claims with 
Swartz in June 2011— one month before his 
prosecution began. 

Swartz, who was further strained by a se- 
rious illness that struck his mother last year, 
took the case hard. Still, Robert Swartz said 
his son was not perpetually depressed or 
scared of a prison sentence the family be- 
lieved could be as long as 30 years— he was 
worried that a guilty verdict could diminish 
his prospects forever. 

“If you look at {a} life like Aaron’s and you 
see a felony conviction, it substantially re- 
stricts what you can do with your life,” Robert 
Swartz said. 

MIT’s president, L. Rafael Reif, said in a 
statement he was saddened by Swartz’s death, 
and announced a probe of the school’s actions 
in the case. On Monday federal prosecutors 
dismissed the case against Swartz.

NEARLY $98K IN FINES COLLECTED 
IN FIRST FIVE MONTHS OF MEASURE

From Rogers Park to Pullman to O’Hare, community areas throughout the 
city have seen tickets issued for small amounts of pot under a measure that 
went into effect last year. The city issued 380 tickets from Aug. 4 to Dec. 25 to 
people possessing up to 15 grams of cannabis, according to data obtained by 
RedEye though a Freedom of Information Act request. 

The data show no clear pattern as to where the violations occurred; the majority were 
spread throughout the city Portage Park saw the most citations, with Austin, Greater 
Grand Crossing, North Lawndale and^^odlawn rounding out the Top 5. 

Aid. Timothy Cullerton (38th), whose Northwest Side ward includes Portage Park, was 
not aware of the statistics. He said he plans to talk to Jefferson Park poHce district com- 
mander James O’Donnell to get more information, such as whether the tickets were based 
on traffic stops and whether violators were neighborhood residents.

Obama, Congress gear 
up for another fiscal fight 


D WASHINGTON President Obama on Monday reject- 
ed any negotiation with Republicans over the most 
pressing U.S. fiscal issue: refusing to trade cuts in govern- 
ment spending in exchange for raising the borrowing limit. 

“If the goal is to make sure that we are being responsible 
about our debt and our deficit— if that’s the conversation 
we’re having, I’m happy to have that conversation,” Obama 
said. “What I will not do is to have that negotiation with a 
gun at the head of the American people,” he said at a news 
conference. 

Republican leaders quickly reiterated their demand that 
increasing the debt limit must be accompanied by spending 
cuts. 

With an agreement to prevent the so-called fiscal cliff of 
sharp spending cuts and tax increases barely two weeks old, 
Obama faces another fiscal showdown with congressional 
Republicans. 

A trio of deadlines looms around the end of February: the 
need to raise the debt ceiling, automatic deep spending cuts 
temporarily put off in the “fiscal cliff” deal, and the end of a 
stopgap government funding measure. 

The country could default on its debt if the borrowing 
limit is not increased. 

Some Republicans have said they would require dollar- 
for-dollar spending cuts to match any increase in the debt 
limit. Obama’s unexpected news conference could have 
been a pre-emptive strike aimed at influencing strategy ses- 
sions among Republican lawmakers scheduled for later this 
week.

Bravo’s “Real Housewives” franchise has in- 
spired many things. Plastic surgery Prenup 
agreements. Divorce. 

On BET, it’s led to a new comedy series 
called “Real Husbands of Hollywood.” 

The series, premiering at 9 p.m. Tuesday 
spoofs the long chain of “Housewives” pro- 
grams and focuses on celebrity friends who 
hang out together, usually while their famous 
actress wives are working. The series stars 
Kevin Hart, Boris Kodjoe, Nick Cannon, J.B. 
Smoove, Robin Thicke and Duane Martin 
and, like the Bravo reality series, features a lot 
of screaming, cursing and fighting. 

“This show is like the perfect storm,” said 
Ralph Farquhar, an executive producer of the 
series. “Something like this is long overdue.” 

The network believes “Real Husbands of 
Hollywood” has a chance to become its big- 
gest hit since the black-oriented network be- 
gan an aggressive foray into scripted shows in 
2008. The show is filled with insightful pokes 
at the “Housewives” franchise and celebrity 
culture, and further distances the network 
from past programming that some African 
-American critics had criticized as degrading 
and offensive in its promotion of negative 
racial stereotypes. 

“This show will be groundbreaking for 


BET. The network is changing,” Hart said 
at the Television Critics Association tour in 
Pasadena, Calif, last week. “We’re showing 
what everyone has been saying for years, how 
ridiculous these shows are. And it will be big.” 

Even though the series is technically script- 
ed— there are detailed outlines— about 30 
percent of the show is improvised. 

In real life, many of the men on the show 
actually have famous wives. Kodjoe is married 
to Nicole Ari Parker (“Soul Food”), Martin 
is married to Tisha Campbell-Martin (“Mar- 
tin”), and Thicke is married to Paula Patton 
(“Mission Impossible— Ghost Protocol”). 
Meanwhile, Smoove is married to singer Sha- 
hidah Omar while Cannon is married to pop 
diva and new ‘American Idol” judge Mariah 
Carey 

Said Hart, recently divorced: “We’re play- 
ing extended versions of ourselves.” 

The show already has attracted other big- 
name guest stars who aren’t married to any- 
one on the cast: Jay Leno, Ed O’Neill, Sha- 
quiUe O’Neal, Russell Simmons, Common 
and Nelly 

In the show. Hart is “prone to overreaction, 
wreaking havoc on this somewhat real world,” 
said executive producer Stan Lathan. “This is 
similar to ‘Curb Your Enthusiasm’— we tackle 
true things in a funny way”
